BUT SUBSEQUENTLY RELEASED ON 
A HABEAS CORPUS WIT. 


THE SLUGGER RESISTS THE OFFICERS 


Bat 2 Pistol Pointed at His Head Compels 
Him to Submit—The Bruiser Ketains

NASHVILLE, July 11.—John L. Sullivan gave 
an impromptu exhibition in Nashville today. 
Governor Lowry, of Mississippi, telegraphed 
Chief of Police Clack this: 

Arrest Jobn L. Sullivan and his fighting party and 
deliver to the sheriff and I will pay you $1,000. 


Charge, crime of prize fighting. 
Rovert Lowry, Governor. 


A large number of people were congregated 
at the union depot this morning awaiting the 
arrival at 10:30 of the cannon ball train, Ccon- 
taining the redoubtable John and his party. 
As soon as the train stopped it was boarded by 
Chief of Police Clack and the following mem- 
bers of the pollce force: Chief of deteciives, 
R. M. Porter; Detectives Turner and Side- 
bottom, Captain Burk; Officers Sands and 
Bolton. Chief Clack, dressed in citizen’s 
clothes went up to one of the men and asked 
him where Sullivan was. The man replied he 
was asieop, 

AND COULD NOT BE DISTURBED. 

The chief told him who he was and that he 
must see him. The chief, followed by several 
of bis men, then went forward to the siate 
room, in the front end, where he found Silli- 
van, his trainer, Muldoon, and Charley John- 
gon, his backer. 

Muldoon and Johnson were sitting up, while 
Sullivan occupied aberth that extended the 
length cf the stateroom. The big fellow was 
lying apparently asleep. The chief asked the 
other men their names. One of them said his 
name was Lynch and the other called himself 
Wobertson. There was no occasion to ask the 
name of 

THE GIANT, LYING ON THF BERTH, 
anybody would have known that he was the 
great and only Jolin. Chief Clack said; 

“Gontlemen, I aim sorry to disturb you, but 
Iam chief-of-police of Nashville,and you must 


go with me.” : 

Johnson became spokesman, #Muldoon re- 
maining quiet. He inquired for what they 
were wanted. Chief Clack said: 

“‘T intend to arrest you.’’ 

“On what charge ?’”’ exclaimed Johnson. 

“TI have authority for the arrest of your party, 
and you must go with me,” answered the 
chief. 

“J will not go without a warrant. You must 
show your authority. Lam acitizen of New 
York, a tax-payer, and I stand on my rights as 
an Awerican citizen.” 

Tho chicf insisted that he must go, and that 
tt would be better to avoid trouble. 

“Yon don’t know whoI am, nor anything I 
have done. Iam onthe way to New York on 
business.”’ 

The chief said he was satisfied he was one 
of the men he wanted. By this time the car 
was filled with people, who were crowding for 
a look at the scene. The police attempted, in- 
effectually, to remove them. The object of 
the prize-fighting party, evidently, was to 
palaver until the train pulled out. 

The chief told one of his men to go forward 
and hold the train. The officer returned in a 
few minutes and said the train could not be 
held, as it was a United States mail train. 
The chief told him to uncouple the sleeping 
Car. 

. LOOKING AT SULLIVAN. 

The foregoing conversation had passed while 
Sullivan was still lying at full length, either 
asleep or pretending. He was dressed in a 
light woolen shirt, open .at the throat, dark 
trousers, blue belt and slippers. His hair was 
cut short and his beard was a day old. He did 
not look as though he had. recently been en- 
gaged ina prize fight. Tho only evidence of 
the contlict were his swollen hands. The 
chief told his friends that they must wake him 
up. They declined to do it, and the chief 
himseli shook him slightly. Sullivan raised 
himself up drowsily and looked asif he was 
wondering what all the row wasabout. The 
chief informed him of his business, and asked 
yim to go with him. He said he would not 
go. The chief said that he meant busiuess 

AND INTENDED TOARREST HIM. 

“Well, what are we going to do about it?” 
said Sullivan, addressing Muldoon, The latter 
replied: 

“Of course, we won't be arrested unless they 
show us the warrant.” 

“Then I won’t go,”’ said Sullivan, angrily. 
**You can’t arrest me. My name is not Sul- 
livan.”’ 

Ile evt up from the berth and took a seat 
with Jolnson. Tine crowd outside of the car 
then caucht aglimpse of the champion through 
a window, and began cheering vociferously. 
Subliivan looked ugly, and as if he intended to 
resist to the fullest measure ot his strength. 


Finding that Sullivan would not go, the offie 


cers took hold of him. He arose and called on 
his friends. They did not obey the request, 
Hut toid him that he was dealing with the 
chief of police, and advised him not to hit 
the officers. 

“No, I will not hit anybody, but I'll he d—d 
if I will go.” 

A STRUGGLE WITH A GIANT. 

Chief Clack caught him by the collar. Sevy- 
ere] other officers crowded into the room and 
a desperate struggle ensned. Sore of the offi- 
cers had their pistols drawn, and it looked like 
a general pistol, as wellasa pugilistic, fight 
was about to begin. Three or four men caught 
Sullivan, his friends offering him no assist- 
ance, and no resistance to the officers. Sulli- 
Van gave an exhibition of his splendid 
strencth. He jerked and puiled and tried to 
push ile ofticers off. 

“Give meashow. I won’t hurt you, but I 
wron’t go with you,’’ @xclaimed the Hercules. 
The officers held to him although he was in 
the heat of passion and looked as though he 
could have knocked any of them through the 
pide of the car. If he had struck out some one 
would have received a long to be remembered 
blow. The sight of the clubs and pistols 
svas probably what caused him to restrain his 
pvideutly strong desire to give the officers an 
xam)le of his prowess as a hard hitter. There 
were enough oflicers present, however, to over- 
come his giant strength. One of thom 

SLIPPED THE NIPPERS ON ONE WRIST, 
and thenon the other. Seeing that he was at 
this disadyantage Sullivan gave in. He was 
pushed out of the car as fast. as the officers 
could make him move. Johnson was also 
handcuffed and taken ont. 

In the excitement Muldoon was not arrested, 
but went on with Cleary and the other friends 
of Sullivan. The officers forced their way 
through the crowd and placed their prisoners 
in carriages. Three oflicers and one prisoner 
Occupied each carriage. They drove through 
Church street and to the police station. Law- 
yers were at once engaged and a writ of habeas 
corpus applied for. 

IN THE COURTROOM. : 

At 3o'clock, sharp, Judge McAllister of the 

circuit court, made his appearence and. the 


proceedings were begun. Sulliyan and John- : 


son, or Lynch, as he gave his name, appeared 
with their lawyers, W. H. Washingion, W. 
G. Brien, A. J. Caldwell and Thomas L 

| Dodd. Sullivan was surly and very sour, but 
sat quieily and never moving except to open 
several telegrains from his friends in New 
York and elsewhere offering aid. The city 
officers and the state of Missivsippi were repre- 
sented by Colonel A. S. Colyar, Judge Abram 
Demoss and City Attorney Taylor. The de- 
fendant’s._— petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus was read, _ stating he 
had been arrested upou no process known 
to law and held without any charge against 
him, and without a shadow of legal authority. 
He declarcd that he had committed no offense 
against the state of Tennessee and was not 
subject to legal restraint. He liad committed 
no felony in this state or any other. 

The answer to this petition recited that Chief 
of Police Clack had positive information that 
Sullivan did commit crime in the state of 
Mississippi, and that he believed this crime, 
Was a penitentiary offerse under the laws of 
Mississippi. 

THE MEN RELEASED. 

Counsel discussed at length, and finally 
Judge McAllister rendered lis decision. He 
was very emphatic in his opinion that to hold 
Sullivan longer would be a most arvitrary act 
on the part of the court; that misdemeanors 
are not extraditable by the rulings of Tennes- 
seo courts and by precedents of Governor 
Taylor. He, therefore, ordered Suilivan’s re- 
lease. 

There was.an immense crowd present, and 
the decision of the judge was greeted with 
great applause. Sullivan was made a hero 
of and the town was his until he left, at 5 
o'clock, for the east. Sullivan and Johnson 
went east via the Louisville and Nashville 
road tonight. 

Wil be Arrested on Sight. 

CINCINNATI, midnight.—Sullivan has not 
yet arrived here, though some of his party 
have. The police are watching the station, 
and he will be arrested on sight. 
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KILRAIN TAKES TO THE WOODS, 
With an Indiana Sheriff Close Upon His 
Feels. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 11.—Kilrain and 
his party unexpectedly appeared at Columbus, 
Ind., late this afternoon. The Journal’s 
Columbus correspondent furnishes that paper 
with the following facts: 

Kilrain and party came from St. Louis to 
Seymeur over the Ohio and Mississippi road. 
At Seymour news reached the party of Sul- 
livan’s arrest. The announcement came un- 
expectedly, and disturbed Kilrain, who 
evidently feared that his arrest would soon 
follow. A conference was held, resulting in 
their resolving to leave the Ohio and Missis- 
Ssippi train and come to Columbus, and, if 
possible, reach Cincinnati by another road. 
Once there, they expressed the feeling that 
they would be 

TAKEN CARE OF BY THEIR FRIENDS. 

When tho party left the train here, they 
were immediately recognized, and the crowd 
soon surrounded them. They entered a hack, 
and were driven to the Bissell hotel. Here 
Mitchell registered for all. He attempted to 
fool the people by giving fictitious names. 
They were shown to their rooms, where Kil 
rain took a@ good wash. ‘The Journal corre- 
spondent was shown into the room and asked 
iAilrain for an interview, 

“Damn the newspapers,’’ he replied, ‘‘they 
have ruined me already.”’ 

He was strippod to the waist, and 
bore evidence of ilo terrible  punish- 
ment he had received. His body 
appeared badly swollen, and wascovered with 

lasters. A big srot on the tight side was 

loody and swollen, MHisarins were in terrible 
Shape. He suffered intouseiy as Pony Mvcore 
assisted him to put on an undershirt. He 
could hardly stand to have the collar buttoned, 
and 
FLINCHED PERCEPTIBLY. 

“How came you to stop off in this city?” 
was asked of Mitchell. 

‘Weare safe anywhere, but desire to avoid 
arrest,’’ said he. . 

When asked as to what programine they in- 
tended to foliow. he refused to talk. Ile re- 
fused to talk of Sullivan’sarrest. During their 
stay at the hotel acrowd of several hundred 
gathered, anxious to get a glimpse of the noted 
pugilist. ‘The party ordered supper, but before 
it could be prepared, Murphy had slipped out, 
unperceived, and ordered carriages at a neigh- 
boring livery stable. In about two hours from 
the time of their arrival the carriage drove up 
to the rear door of the hotel, and. the party 
were hurried into it and driven rapidly off. 

PASSING OUT OF THE CITY 
and into Kentucvy. It is presumed they were 
bound fer Shelbyyille or Edinbnrg, the former 
being about thirty miles distant and the latter 
twelve miles. MKilrain and Mitchell have 
many friends in Shelbyville, and it is thought 
it is their intention to reach that place, where 
they will take the “Big Four’’ train to Cincin- 
nati. The proprietor of the Bissell house is 
well acquainted with Mitchell and Kilrain and 
said they were going to Shelbyville. 

THE SHERIFF IN PURSUIT. 

Tonight William Smith, sheriff of this 
county, telegraphed Governor Lowry, of Missis- 
Sippi, asking him if he desired to arrest the 
party. The reply was received: 

JACKSON, Miss., Jniy 11.—I will pay 3560 reward 
forthe arrest of Kilraic and his party, Charles 
Mitchell and Pony Moore. delivered to the sheritf 
here. Answer if accepted. 

[Signed] RonertT Lowry, 

The sheriff has organized a posse, and gone 
on irail of the pugilists.. They are about one 
hour behind in the start, but it is thought they 
will overtake them. The sheriff and his men 
are well preparcd for desperate resistance. 

On the Lookout for Kilrnin. 

CoLumBus, Ohio, July 11.—Governor Fora- 
ker received the following telegram today: 

JACKSON, Miss., July i1.— Please direct the 
chiefof Police at Cincinnati to arrest Jake Kilrain 
Charley Mitchell and Pony Moore and hold them 
until a requisition can reach you, Charge, the 
crime of priae fighting in this state.

imposes a penalty not exceeding $1,000 nor 


less than $500, or imprisonment for tweive 
months, or both, for prize fighting. The party 
causing death is guilty of murder. If mayhem, 
penalties are provided for; the aiders and 
ahettors are subject toa fine of not less than 
$1,000 cr jail for six months, or both. 
WEDDINGTON HANGED 
And Was Kept by Uis Spiritual Adviser from 
Waking a Harangue.

Will Weddington, colored, was hanged 
today for the murder of Policeman John F., 
Pierce, at Monroe, May fifth of last year. The 
condemned man was attended by Father Mark 
Gross of the Catholic church, his spiritual ad- 
viser, ‘Tuesday, he was baptized and received 
Loly communion. Your correspondent called 
on Weddington at1J_ o’clock this morning. 
The condemned man said he rested well

last 
night, retived at 10 o’ciock and slept soundly 
until sunrise this morning, and his only food 
today was a slice of watermelon, which he ate 
about 10:50 this morning. Father Gross was 
with him nearly all the morning 
and holy communion was again admin- 
istered To your correspondent Weddington 
said the cnlv stateizent he wished to wind 
was that he had made peace with God, and 
had no fears of death. Whisky, he said, had 
brought him to the gallows, as he was drinking 
when he committed the crime, and would 
never have done it if he had been sober. <At 
12.25 the hands of the condemned man were 
pinioned, and he walked with a steady move- 
ment to the gallows, and he was not excited in 
the least, and did not quiver or jerk a muscle. 
Whey asked if he Jiad anything to say, his 
spiritual adviser answered ‘‘No,’”? and the 
black cap Was quickly adjusted and the rope 
cut, letting the trap fell at 12.28. The neck 
was broken, und he died in twelve minutes. 
The body was cut down and turned over to 
Weddington’s father. 


NEGROES IN DANGER. 


The Friends of an Outraged White Woman 
fter Them. 

CotumBiA, 8. C., July 11.--[Special.}]—Ned 
Williams. John Williams, Tom Charles, Pres- 
ton Jefferson and Ed Slater, all negroes, were 
brought here from Sumter today, and lodged 
inthe county jail for safety’ These men 
are charged with having outraged a white 
woman named Daniels. in Sumter county, 
several days ago, and. beaten her husband 
almost to death. The negroes were put in 
Sumter jail, but there being threats of lynch- 
ing, with exeellent prospect of execution, the 
priseners were brought here for safe keeping. 
it was at first stated that the woman outraged 
was of bad character, and this was taken asa 
ground forthe belief that the law would be 
permitted to take its own course, but the re- 
cent vindication of the woman have aroused 
anew the feelings against the negroes, and 
their removal here was, doubtless, a wise pre- 
caution. Danicls is still missing. and the

Accidentally Killed. 

BALTm™oRE, July 11.—Colonel William 
Zollinger, formeriy commander of the fifth 
regiment, M. N, G.,shot himself fatally at 2:3 
o'clock this afternoon, at his home in this 
city.

The charge entered the stomach, which also 
looks as though the shooting was accidental.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 11.—([Special.]— 
John Malone, aged twenty-eight. years, resid- 
ing at Birmingham, Aia., was killed on the 
Alabama Great Southern railroad this after- 
noon.

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EXCITEMENT IN FPRANCE., 
A Boulangist Deiies the President of the 
Chamber of Deputies. 

Paris, July 11.—The cihamber of deputies 
Was today again a scene of great disorder. M. 
L. lierisse assailed the covernment, accusing 
it of violating the law by the recent arrest of 
a boulangists at Angouleme,M. LaGuerre. He 
stigmatized the affair as a plot laid for himself 
and friends. The high court, he said, was a 
parcdy on justice, 

The president of the chamber called La- 
Guerre toorder, Thespeaker, however, using 
abusive language against M. Consians, minis- 
ter of the interior. 

The president then proposed that the house 
refuse the speaker a further hearing. 

The proposal wasapproved and M. LaGuerre 
was ordered to resume his seat. He declined, 
however, to leave the trivune. 

An uproar arose and the president leit tho 
Chamber, while the public galleries were 
cleared. 

The sitting was resumed after an hour’s ad- 
journment. M. LaGuerre still cecupied the 
tribune. The president thereupon censured 
M. LaGuerre and excluded him temporarily 
from the chamber. The sitting was closed at 
5:15 p. m. 

M. LaGuerre defiantly remained on the 
tribune until 6 o’elock, suspicious that the 
house would resume hu When he left 
the BDouwlangist group saluted him with cheers, 
Which were drowned by a storm of hisses and 
cries of “To the river with him.”’

Propounded by the Augusta Cotton Ex- 
change—A Proposed Convention. 
Aveusta, Ga., July 11.—The following im 


portant action was taken by the Augusta ex - 


change today: 

Tie anomalous condition of relation between 
“spot” and “future” cottqn in New York, we 
think, demands the attention of southern ox- 
changes. And to that end we take the liberty 
of suggesting the necessity of some remedy. 
We suggest that the following questions be 
considered: 

1. The difference in value of Angust futures 
and spot cotton today is seventy points, or 
nearly three-quarters of a cent per pound. 

2. If a future month is worth a premium, 
take for instance the diffrrence between No 
vember and December on spot cotton, why is 
this discrepancy? The cost of carrying it will 
be ten or twelve points. 

3. A. basis of contract as a controlling 
transaction which reads: ‘From strict ordin- 
ary to fair,’ which means nothing can be 
tendered under strict ordinary. Then why 
the fear, as ‘“‘explained’’ by New York brokers 
of *‘worthless trash” offered by means of so- 
called certificates, 

4. The reported “fear” was wired to 
all the southern holders of August contracts of 
large “tenders” for that month. If spot cot- 
ton of the class known as American middling 
is worth 11} cents, why is not an August con- 
tract sold on a basis of midlisrg of oqual value. 

5. There is no southern port or interior town 
where cotton is quoted as low as at New York 
for August delivery. Why. 

_ ©. Ordinaryin Liverpool is quoted today at 
9 9-16, which surely isnot better than our strict 
ordinary, and the difference in value is %3 per 
bale in favor ofthe former. Why again, we 
ask, this*‘fear of tenders,’’when there is a mar- 
nof three dollars per balein favor of the 
buyer. 

7. The statistical position of the cotten was 
bever so strong since 1570 as now, and yet New 
York, by her system of manipulation, can keep 
the future market seventy points under the 
cost of actnal cotton.

Plans of the Tournament to Be Made Known 
at the Meeting in Savannah on the 24th 
of July. ¢ 


Macon, Ga., July 11.—[{Special.]—The cay- 
alry companies fin Georgia, South Carolina, 
and other states, will be pleased to read the 
following announcement in Tur ConstTITU 
TION: 

Captain Owen T. Kenan, of the Macon Hus- 
Sars, some time since conferred with Secretary 
ht. A. Nisbet, of the Georgia State Agricultnu- 
ral society, on tlie idea of a grand cavalry tilt 
to be given at Central City park in October 
next, during state fair week.

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The Railroads and the People. 

e correspondence which we print clse- 
where between Mr. J. W. Ilanlon, the edl- 
tor of the Quitman Teraid, and Major 
Campbei!! Wallace, the chairman of the state 
railroad commission is not only interesting 
but important, and, at this juncture, de- 
serves the attention of members of the leg- 
isiature and the peeple generally. 

It will be observed that Major Wallace 
has no fear that railroad combinations, pres- 
ent cr prospective, can injure the people, 
and his opinion in the matter is worth 
something. There is probably no man in 
this country who better understands the 
railroad business in all its details and rami- 
fications, or who has a more sensitive ap- 
preciation of the effect that any railroad 
movement may have on the interests of the 
people. 

As chairman of the state railroad commis- 
sion, Major Wallace has devoted himself to 
the study of these questions, and to zeal- 
ously guarding the rights and interests of 
the public, and it is his opinion that as long 
as the commission is left free to exercise its 
powers the people have nothing to fear 
from railroad monopolies or combinations. 

The truth is, that under the rulings of 
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the commission a railroad combination set. 


on foot in Georgia, is calculated to bring 
about cheaper: rates than short and weak 
roads. The reason of this is very simple. 
Formerly, when the public had no commis- 
sion to protect them, a railroad combina- 
tion wv a very serious matter. It was 
worse than a monopoly, for it was able not 
only to rob the public by levying an unjust 
tax on the products of the country, but it 
was able to establish and maintain unjust 
discriminations against individuals and 
eommunities. 

All this is changed by the state railroad 
commission. It isa matter, of indifference 
to the people of Georgia whether the corpo- 
rations compete with each other or not. 
The commission compels them to charge 
reasonable rates whether they operate as 
sincie lines or in combination. We have 
said that combinations, which were former- 
ly dangerous, are now calculated to bring 
about cheaper rates, Under the rules of 
the commission all the lines of a combina- 
tion are counted as one line, and the public 
gets the benefit of this in cheaper rates 
than it would get if the lines were operated 
separately and under different manage- 
ments. 

Those who established the commission 
may not have built better than they knew, 
but they built wisely. Lefore the railtoad 
law of Georgia was adopted the corporations 
hai matters pretty much their own way. 
They were practically consolidated by 
means of the ‘fpool,’’? and when there was 
an interlude in the reign of the ‘‘pool’’ 
cutting of rates followed that was ruinous 
to the roads and demoralizing to the public. 

The commission was not established to 
promote competition between the railways, 
but tocompel them to give the people rea- 
sonable rates and to prevent unjust discrim- 
inations in the matter of  rates-and trans- 
portation. ‘The object for which the com- 
mission was established has been carried 
out so effectually that no combination of 
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| railroads in this state would be powerful 
enough to injure the public in the slightest 
degree. The state has them absolutely un- 
der contro] 26 far as their operations affect 
the people. 

Nor has this contro 
exercised by the comimiss! on to reti¢ 
public of excessive charges and unju 
criminations, had the effect of crippling the 
corporations. On the contrary, they have 
prospered to such a degree that new lines 
have been built and others are projected.
